Public Works 

• Projects: 

o The LC-17 Flood Project has been scaled down due to the Corona Virus. Our Crew has poured 

another section of concrete in front of the Fire Station. The Crew will now start on the third 

portion of the project.     

o The streets for the FY 2020 Street Maintenance Project have been chosen, and bid documents are 

expected to be bid mid-May. 

o The rehabilitation of the Grass Hill elevated tank will be re-bid in October, due to the high water 

usage expected from residents during the summer months, from quarantine and stay home 

orders. 

o The new crosswalk project along Huebner and Poss Roads will start at the end of May. The 

contractor is ordering the materials and will start work by changing out the signal head in the left 
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turn lane on Huebner at Evers, allowing signal-controlled left turns. This should ease traffic flow 

at that intersection.  

o The City will be receiving $1,346,000 from Bexar County to complete a flood remediation 

project in the Seneca West area. Surveying and engineering have begun, and plans are being 

developed. 

o Staff has finalized water and sewer main replacement plans and is consulting with our rate 

consultant on how to pay for these needed improvements. We expect to take these findings to a 

City Council meeting in October. 

o We submitted a Bexar County CDBG grant request to replace water and sewer mains on Settler’s 

Ridge.  

o The City Engineer has prepared an irrigation and planting plan for the vacant lot at Peachtree and 

Poss. We are requesting quotes for this work. 

o The sidewalk contractor has completed the construction of the sidewalk from Canterfield to the 

Silo Park, with the exception of some handrails. They have started on the construction of the 

sidewalk on Evers near Seneca. 

o Bexar County is installing HALT flood gates along Evers and Poss Roads.  The concrete pads 

have been poured.  These new gates will flash, open, and close on their own as they sense 

floodwaters rising.  

o The low water crossing at Rimkus Park has been modified to allow for additional water flow. 

This work will alleviate the algae growth we saw last year. 

o Mowing in Zone 3 (Bandera Road). 

o Repaired sewer clog on Poss at Grissom. 

o Repairing curbstop in Canterfield 

o Mowed and cleared at both well sites.
